Campus policeman recalls 
days of Nazi imprisonment 


By DANNY MOGLE 


Campus policeman Otto Hewitt 
considers himself lucky to be 
alive. In World War II on a 
reconnaissance mission during 
the Allies Bulge campaign he was 
wounded and captured by Nazi 
soldiers. - 

The next eight months he was a 
prisoner of war in the death - 
ridden Stalag 11B war camp in 
Hanover, Germany. 

Hewitt was serving on outpost 
duty Dec. 16,1944 when his outfit 
encountered a German tank corps 


Academic Dean Jerry Leard 
isn’t complaining about increased 
postal rates. A stamp collector 
since 1943, Leard says postage for 
a first class letter is still a 
bargain. 

“A three-cent stamp once took 
3 percent of a day’s wages. 
Eighteen cents isn’t 3 percent of 
even minimum wage today,” he 
notes. - . . 

I . 

Leard began his hobby as a boy 
during World War II when his 
brother began collecting German 
stamps. Included in his collection 
is an album of 1,000 stamps which 
he dated ‘‘VJ (Victory Over 
Japan) Day, 1945.” . 

His entire collection now totals 
15,000 stamps from all over the 
world, including every U.S. 
stamp — regular and com¬ 
memorative — issued since 1930. 
None are valuable, Leard insists, 
adding that he often ..swaps as 
many as 100 at a time with other 
' collectors. ' ‘

Leard says he enjoys stamp 
collecting because it’s relaxing. 
“There are no deadlines to meet 
like on the job,” he said. 

It also provides a unique view 
of the past. “One can follow our 
country’s entire history through 
stamps commemorating impor¬ 
tant people and events,” he said. 


at St. Lo, France. Severely 
wounded by shrapnel in six places 
in the back and leg, he lost 
consciousness. The Nazis cap¬ 
tured him the next day and took 
him to a Nazi clearing station 
where his wounds were band¬ 
aged. 

Hewitt was then forced to walk 
several miles to a house that 
served as a first aid station. There 
he received medication. 

He was then loaded in a cattle 
car with wounded German sol¬ 
diers and shipped to St. Joseph’s 


dent no longer living has been 
pictured on a stamp.” > 

To prevent political favoritism, 
the post office has a rule that no 
one can be featured on a stamp 
until after his death. “It’s almost 
like reading an obituary column,” 
Leard said. 

Quality of stamp printing has 
improved greatly in recent years, 
Leard stated. When the United 
States began issuing stamps in 
1847 and throughout the 19th 
century, only one color per stamp 
was used. More colors were used 
in the 1930’s but it wasn’t until 

America’s Bicentennial that the 
postal service produced really 
good engravings, Leard said. 
“Now many of the pictures are art 
quality,” he said. 

Leard’s advice to anyone want¬ 
ing to begin collecting is to 
concentrate on one or two coun¬ 
tries or subjects. After collecting 
all kinds, he is concentrating on 
U.S. issues. He • has made an 
album especially for his U.S. 
collection complete with cata¬ 
logue numbers and protective 
cellophane covers. 

- A picture puzzle of foreign 
stamps hangs on his office wall as 
a reminder to visitors that ad¬ 
ditions to his hobby are wel¬ 
comed. “People bring me stamps 
almost every day,” Leard af¬ 
firmed. “I tell them all donations 
are gratefully.accepted.” 


Hospital in Hanover, Germany. 

After recuperation Hewitt was 
moved to the Stalag 11 B war 
camp section. This was to be his 
home for the next eight months. 

Along with Allied prisoners the 
camp held persecuted Jews. 
Hewitt witnessed the horror of 
Nazi inhumanity. “Seventy-five 
to 100 people died a day. Bodies 
were destroyed in three huge 
furnaces outside camp,” recalled 
Hewitt. 

One method used for human 
extermination described by 
Hewitt concerned an under¬ 
ground shower area. “The Ger¬ 
mans would get people down 
there and then instead of water 
coming out, it was gas.” 

During the imprisonment he 
lost 36 pounds. The daily menu of 
“potato soup, cheese made from 
fish bones and bread made from 
sawdust reduced him to 99 
pounds,” said Hewitt. 

During periods of Allied air 
raids, he said, prisoners were not 
fed at all and if they were caught 
outside after dark were “shot 
instantly.” 

Captivity finally became some¬ 
thing Hewitt could no longer 
bear. On the foggy night of Feb. 
7, 1945, he and six British 

paratroopers successfully com¬ 
pleted a daring escape. 

They had traveled some 15 
miles before encountering a Nazi 
patrol which promptly fired upon 
the group, injuring all of them. 
Hewitt was shot in the back and 
one leg and returned to Stalag. 

The camp was liberated April 
16 by the famed “Desert Rats” of 
the British Eighth Army. Hewitt 
was moved to a British field 
hospital and then taken to Eng¬ 
land to recover before leaving 
Europe July 7, 1945. : " 

Hewitt, who considers himself 
lucky to be alive, says that what 
he went through was nothing 
compared to the sufferings of 
others. 

For his service he has several 
military honors including the 
Purple Heart awarded to service¬ 
men wounded in action, a Bronze 
Star for heroic achievement and a 
Good Conduct Medal along with 
four stars and five oak-leaf cluster 
decorations. 

A biographical sketch of He¬ 
witt’s military career can be 
found in a book entitled “Fight¬ 
ing Men of Texas” fourth edition 
located in the library’s Texas 
section.
